Notes (v.2): 


1. This is the Order of Battle of the Australian Military Forces - the A.M.F., as they were usually termed 
in distinction from the Australian Imperial Force - A.I.F. units, raised for overseas deployment. The 
A.M.F., which constituted the home army, replaced the old Militia system in 1911 and, like its 
predecessor, was excluded from foreign service by law. It was based on compulsory service beginning at 
ages 12-18 in cadet status, and thereafter enrollment in the regiments. The scheme, to be completed by 
1919, envisioned an army of some 80,000 men in part-time service. As the war broke out in 1914, this 
would have left the Commonwealth with an army of boys led by holdover officers and N.C.O.s from the 
former Militia. This was the primary reason for the formation of the A..F. as a completely separate 
organization. Initially expecting a war of six months duration, the government undertook to provide an 
A.I.F. of some 20,000 men, composed former British regulars, veterans of the Boer War, former Militia 
members, and some men right out of the A.M.F. or civilian life. At home, the A.M.F. provided garrisons 
for coast defense and protection of critical installations, while serving as a feeder for the A.LF. 


2. The primary source document for this OB is the British official Quarterly Army List Oct-Dec 1914, 
noted as “Corrected to 1* August, 1914” for Australia. Included are Combat (Infantry/Cavalry/Artillery) 
and Combat Support (Engineer/Signal) units only. 


3. Most light horse regiments and infantry battalions had squadrons or companies distributed in a number 
of localities, as shown in the Army List. This OB depicts only the location of the HQ of the regiment or 
battalion. 


4. Units designated as [forming] were in the process of organizing under the new army scheme, and did 
not appear in previous editions of the Quarterly Army List. They had little (if any) amplifying 
information in the List except perhaps the name of the commanding officer. 


5. Light Horse regiments had three squadrons (A, B, C) and a machine gun section, unless noted here: the 
28", 29" had no machine guns listed; the 27" had two squadrons and no machine guns; and the 25" had 
four squadrons. Infantry battalions had eight companies (“A” through “H”) and a machine gun section, 
unless noted here: the 81 had 7 companies; the 3 6" 12" 18" 20" 25" 26" 34" 37" 43" 44" 51% 74" 84 
91° and 93" had 6 companies; the Melbourne University Rifles, Sydney University Scouts, and 17" had 4 
companies; the 37" and 38" had no machine guns listed. 


6. Artillery “Brigades” were battalion-size organizations and thus are not depicted in bold type. 
7. Abbreviation: A.E. — Australian Engineers 
8. The 2™ Military District includes the Port Jackson Defences, and the 3" Military District includes the 


Port Phillip Defences.
